Information has been given the people that 


even with the raises made by the King tax bill 
the public utility corporations are not paying 
their share of taxes and that inereases of about 
25 per cent should be made to bring their taxes 
to an equitable basis with the taxes levied 
against private property. 

Let’s see how this would work. It is gen- 
erally agreed that the service corporations 
charge their taxes to operating expenses and 
hieher taxes would mean higher rates for ser- 
viee. The people, not the corporations, would 
pay. And sinee the publie service and cor- 
poration taxes all go to the state an increase 
would give the state that much more money 
to spend.
